In conseqnence 
the police ai-e working on what they 
oiisiilei a louble innwler. Only one 
lew IS ill their possession^ and on the 
iliscoveiy of the ith'iitity oi a woman, as 
yet unknown to the police depeniis the 
|Hjssible solution of tli > Jiiystery. 

Kurly yesterday forenoon the ottlce iu 
lialston's Hyde Park morgue was rung 
upon the telephone, and a woman, who 
iiiH-lined to give eithci her name or ud- 
diess. asketi if the b<Hly of a man had 
been found in Hyde Park. The office 
tteudaut vepiied in the negative and 
iluMi qnes.tioned the woman, but his 
best eluats failed to ge. any information 
jf u decnoed character, although she 
told the clerk she was looking for » man 
who was missing. She was finally pre- 
vailed apun to give his description, 
wlneh she did iu minute detail. She as- 
tonished the morgue attendant by say- 
ing in ooucliuiion tliat he would oer- 
tuiuly learu about the case later on. 

Four hours Ia.ter the barrel with its 
ghastly contents was discovered in the 
i-earof the house at 483itt Indiana a|«- 
uae. The body of the man tallied in 
almost every respect with the descrip- 
tion furnished by the mysterious woman 
over the telephone wii-e, and the police 
unhesitatingly connect)**! her with the 
ease. In the barrel, also, was the buoy 
of a boy not over 10 days old.

\fter the .-evcred pieces of the boiiy 
had iieeii lifreil from the barrel the bony 
of the baby was found. It was nude, 
save for a thill tlaniiel shirt, and there 
were two marks ou the side of the head, 
ippareutly made with a blunt instru- 
iiieiif. 

The body of the elder male was that 
of u man Oetween and lO years ot 
age. 

The police laugh at the theory that it 
was the work of medical students ano 
are positive iu their statements that llie 
uun and child were murdered.

Powell, a well known merchant of 

Hempstead. L. I., was struck down and 
killed within a few feet of his own door 
late Saturday night.

He was found lying on the road by 
two of his friends, who saw two men 
running down the ruad.
